MEDICAL NOTES 
STERILISATION OF THE HANDs 

> VERY hospital has its own pet method of 
‘preparing ’’ patients for operation, and 
nearly every surgeon some particular form of cere 
monial cleansing to which he submits himself 
before operation, and which he desires all those 
who assist him to undergo likewise. Their number 
and variety is confusing, and even if some were not 
unduly complicated, and others did not fall far 
short of desirable efficiency, this alone would be 
a reason for trying to reach a common agreement 
as to a standard method. The work, therefore, 
which Mr. Lockwood, Mr. Leedham Green, and 
others have been doing for several years in the 
way of submitting each method to 
strictly scientific tests is of great practical value. 
The latest published work in this direction is that 
of Mr. Leedham Green, who, in a paper read in 
the Section of Surgery at the Leicester Meeting 
of the British Medical Association, showed very 
conclusively that one of the simplest methods of 
preparing the hands for operation is likewise the 
most trustworthy and efficient. It consists in 
merely washing the hands and arms thoroughly 
in soap and hot water for five minutes, then 
rubbing them with a solution of perchloride of 
mercury in alcohol (1 part in 1,000), and finally 
polishing them with a sterile towel. For ordinary 
hands this is the method which should be 
adopted, but those whose skin is unusually sen- 
sitive can substitute ‘“*‘ sublamin “’ (a mercury 
compound) in alcohol for the perchloride Mr 
Leedham Green indicated that his latest investi- 
gations also tended to show that in preparing the 
patient’s skin, alcoholic, and not watery, solu- 
tions of disinfectants should be used for the pre 
paration of compresses, but stated that his re- 

searches on this point were not yet complete
